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Consultants given go-ahead 


Here comes Stage Two! 


N OVEMBER will see Austrian consultants 
Czipin and Partner beginning work on the 
second stage of the efficiency project. 


Elkes’ decision to extend 
this joint venture throughout 
the remaining two-thirds of the 
factory — Chocolate, Creams 
and Farley’s as well as Mainte¬ 
nance Engineering, Quality 
Assurance, Hygiene, Packag¬ 
ing Stores and Warehousing 
— follows the project’s suc¬ 
cess so far. 

Since March, the Czipin 
team have worked alongside 
Elkes, focussing on the start of

the biscuit-making process: 
Raw Materials, Mixing and 
Plains. 

“People in these areas have 
become more commercially 
aware, conscious of factors like 
unit costs and absenteeism,” 
commented Raw Materials and 
Mixing Manager Les Alderson. 

Part of the project has 
brought together operatives, 
chargehands, supervisors and 
managers from different areas 
to form working parties to look 
at problems and come up with 
solutions. 

And Jenny Wildman and 
Anthony Waring have run an 
extensive skills training pro¬ 
gramme, not only to ensure 
that people are all able to

achieve consistent quality and 
standards but also to create 
more flexibility within process 
teams. 

The result has been a real 
boost to productivity in the 
areas concerned. Indeed 
during the coming 12 months, 
if efficiency improvements 
continue, 60 per cent of the 
loss Elkes made against budget 
last year should be recouped. 
And it was, of course, this loss 


which prompted the first phase 
of the project. 

But no production depart¬ 
ment works in isolation; each 
affects, and is affected by, what 
happens in other areas. 

That is why work on the first 
phase of the project will con¬ 
tinue as Czipin Project 
Manager Doris Marawetz and 
her team begin to apply their 
systems and organisation ex¬ 
pertise to the rest of the factory.

T HE question that 
many of you may be 
asking is: “Why do we 
need more of the 
consultants?”. 

You might say we could 
manage without them, but I 
think that this would be to miss 
an opportunity. And success¬ 
ful people — and successful 
companies — seize opportuni¬ 
ties as they arise. 

It seems to me that one of 
the really important things that 
Czipin and Partner have 
brought to Elkes is more focus

ELKES has been granted 
planning permission to 
build a new amenities 
block on a corner of the 
sports field.

on timely action — in other 
words, getting things sorted 
out when and where they arise. 

The consultants have 
backed this up in two ways. 

First of all, they have devel¬ 
oped a systematic approach to 
highlight efficency problems, 
so that problems can be con¬ 
fronted and hopefully solved. 

Secondly, they have pro¬ 
vided leadership training for 
our managers, supervisors and 
chargehands to help them to 
deal effectively with people and 
to generate commitment. 


By tackling both process 
and people issues in the pro¬ 
duction areas concerned so 
far, I believe that this gives us 
an extremely strong framework 
around which to build Elkes’ 
future. 

It’s about giving all of us 
more power to act decisively, if 


we want to take the opportu¬ 
nity. If something is worth 
doing — and it is within your 
power to do it properly — then 
it is worth doing now. Without 
delay. 

That’s why we want the sec¬ 
ond stage of the efficiency 
project sooner rather than later. 
It should unlock more of Elkes’ 
potential sooner rather than 
later and that should help us to 
make further progress in spite 
of the very tough economic 
climate we expect to continue 
into 1993. 

Considering how poor the 
UK biscuit market has been 
this year — at one time it was 
15% down on last year, al¬ 
though it has improved since 
then — at Elkes we have done 
very well to be ahead of last 
year. 

We have all played a part in 
this achievement and our in¬ 
creased efficiency allows us to 
compete harder, offering our 
customers attractive promo¬ 
tions and keener prices. 

Boosting efficiency is cer¬ 
tainly going to be the recipe for 
further progress next year, with 
Czipin Stage Two in support. 


Spotlight on security 

THEY do say that things come in threes ... 

In August, when the office block suffered a third 
burglary, Elkes was prompted to review all aspects of 
the security of the site. 

A Security Action Team — Marion Speed, Terry 
Bowley, John Vyse, Len Whitehouse and Phil Nash — 
was formed to do just that. 

And, although it’s early days, the team’s regular 
meetings have already resulted in action being taken: 

□ many doors have been made into fire doors, with 
barriers put across them to prevent unescorted visitors 
entering the building 

□ walkie-talkie systems have been introduced to en¬ 
able Security staff to keep in regular contact with each 
other 

□ security cameras are being installed around the site 

□ a new signing-in system for visitors is being considered 
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Record-breaking 
training schedule 


THIS year, Elkes has 
mounted the most ambi¬ 
tious and far-reaching 
training programme in the 
company’s history. 

Importantly, these initiatives 
— mainly off-the-job training — 
have been company-wide in¬ 
volving all employees. 

“The training is not being 
done for its own sake,” stressed 
Training Officer Marion Speed 
who was particularly busy 
launching the training pro¬ 
gramme in the early months of 
1992. 

“It’s all linked to the compa¬ 
ny’s business objectives.” 

So just what’s been happen¬ 
ing on the training front? 


Food safety has topped the 
list with almost every Elkes 
employee having completed 
Northern Foods’ computer- 
based food safety programme. 

Other Elkes-based courses 
have focussed on a wide vari¬ 
ety of topics: 

* awareness of the costs of 
running the factory 

* health and safety 

* quality assurance 

* absence monitoring 

* skills training — mixing, 
moulding and ovens areas. 

* appraisal training 

* first-aid 

And there’s more training in 
the pipeline with Marion 
currently looking at a 


comprehensive package of 
training courses to unveil in the 
New Year. 

Giving Dove Tales a bit of a 
sneak preview, she confirmed 
that Elkes’ 1993 courses look 
set to include induction for new 


employees, training for the 
safety committee, briefing to 
keep all employees better in¬ 
formed and involving the Fire 
Brigade in teaching people how 
to handle fire extinguishers ... 
to name just a few! 


□ WHAT A COUP! 


Recent months have seen plenty of activity on the 
sales front with new business, new products and 
promotional support all hitting the headlines. 


September saw the launch of Mutiny, a 
pack of six coconut sandwich chocolate 
bars. Initial reaction from the trade to 
Shipmate Sally, Ben Scrub, Burly Bo’sun 
and Squawky the parrot has been very 
favourable. 

□ PROMOTIONALLY SPEAKING 

With the recession continuing to bite, 
customers are increasingly looking for 
ways to keep down their shopping bills. 

Elkes’ promotional programme has 
been concentrating on offering good value 
for money; for example: 

■ Ribbles (coconut and stem ginger) sold 
with Malted Milk in triple pack — 
Gateway, Littlewoods and Iceland 

■ Creams (custard, coconut and orange) 
sold in triple pack 

m Malted Milk promotion offering extra 
25% free 


After negotiations lasting almost two years, Elkes has clinched 
a £1.3 million contract to make 500g packets of digestive 
biscuits for Tesco. 

“We won the business on both our price and our product 
quality,” explained National Account Controller Mark Cherrington. 
“Tesco, our biggest customer, is also very impressed with our 
flexbility as a business. 

“It’s been a team effort and this substantial gain would not 
have been possible without the back-up 
and support of our development and manu¬ 
facturing colleagues.” 

This boost to current digestive volumes 
— Elkes has also recently won Morrisons’ 
own label digestive business — means 


that the plant will now become virtually 
dedicated to making these biscuits, creat¬ 
ing opportunities for greater production 
efficiencies.

■ new chocolate bar with ginger shell and 
lemon filling — Gateway 

■ Oaty Creams (cornish, peanut and 
chocolate) — Safeway and Tesco 

■ chocolate Shortcake — Sainsbury

□ KIDS’ STUFF 


With young customers very much in 
mind, two new Elkes biscuits mark a real 
departure for the company. 

Honey Bunch was launched in May and 
is now appearing on Safeway, Sainsbury, 
Asda, Gateway, Morrisons and Tesco 
shelves. In-store tastings will support the 
product this autumn. 


Cream of the crop 

TO ENABLE production capacity to match growing sales of 
Elkes’ chocolate countline biscuits — as well as to keep up 
with the expected demand for its new Oaty Creams — 
around £250,000 is currently being invested in the factory, 
as was explained at the company presentation. 

The project centres on a new line 13, complete with two 
reconditioned creamers and a conveyor system to bring biscuits 
straight from no. 5 oven. It also involves modifying and moving 
the cooling tunnel. 

The existing creamer, which will now be allocated to Peanut 
Oaty and Dainty biscuits, can handle less than 500 kilos of 
biscuits an hour; the new line, making countline centres, will be 
able to cream more than 800 kilos an hour. 

Installation work is now underway and the line is expected to 
be fully operational by mid-October.

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Focus on tjie Finance Department 

Money matters!

ARGUABLY there are 
more jokes about ac¬ 
countants than almost 
any other profession. 

You’ve probably heard the 
one about the man who asked 
his accountant: “What do two 
and two make?” He got the 
response: “How many would 
you like it to make?”! 

For Elkes’ 21-strong 
Finance Department—headed 
up by Financial Controller 
Norman Hiscock — the job 
involves much more than 
simply getting the right answer. 

□ Financial Accounting 

Despite the fact that all Elkes 
salaried employees receive 
their monthly pay from North¬ 
ern Foods head office in Hull, 
this section is probably best 
known as the home of payroll. 

Yes, every week Mary Najs, 
Paul Croft and Elizabeth Platt, 
reporting to Sue Cullen, pay 
around £140.000 to some 
1,100 employees. Most of the 
wages do, of course, go straight 
into people’s bank accounts so 
the days of tall piles of wel¬ 
come brown pay packets being 
filled by nimble fingers are long 
gone. 

Financial Accounting cov¬ 
ers a wide range of other 
activities, too. 

Working closely with other 
departments, Elaine Clarke 
and Robert Mincher prepare 
monthly and annual accounts 
detailing Elkes’ current finan¬ 
cial position. They also control 
capital expenditure, monitor¬ 


ing how much is spent on items 
such as machinery and office 
equipment. 

Making sure more money 
comes into a business than 
goes out is obviously vital to 
any successful business. 

Every month Credit Con¬ 
trol’s Elaine Callaghan and Lisa 
Titterton issue some 950 in¬ 
voices to 150 customers, 
collecting payment of around 
£3.5 million. 

On the other hand, every 
month Elkes has to pay around 
1,500 invoices — £2 million — 
to more than 1,000 suppliers. 
The biggest purchases proc¬ 
essed by Purchase Ledger’s 
Kay Smith and Helen Buckley 
are commodities such as flour, 
sugar and fat. 

Most suppliers are, of 


course, paid by cheque and 
Ruth Copeland is responsible 
for raising some 300 cheques 
every month. Some 40 
suppliers are now paid by 
BACS, the system which allows 
money to be paid straight into 
the supplier’s own bank 
account. 

□ Management Accounting 

Management Accounting is all 
about analysing what it costs 
to actually manufacture the 
biscuits. 

The team of Nick 
Hazlehurst, John Fearn, Nickie 
Foster, Sharon Locker, Peggy 
Quick and Carl Bennett is 
responsible for controlling all 
direct costs such as raw 
materials and factory labour, 
controlling stocks, and 


providing weekly profit 
estimates. 

Management Accounting 
also maintains a product data¬ 
base to compare what it should 
cost to produce a biscuit with 
what it actually cost. A compu¬ 
terised Product Information 
and Costing Systems (PICS to 
its friends) helps with the con¬ 
trol and reporting of factory 
costs. 

□ Information Technology 

Information Technology 
provides a support and 
development service for all the 
information systems currently 
on the company’s mainframe 
and personal computers. 

This section — Paul Wilson, 
Tracy Bramall and Marianne 
Scotney — is also responsible 
forthesuccessful development 
of new systems, such as the 
network production planning 
system which cost £15,000 and 
became fully operational in July. 

And by the end of this year 
Elkes will have fully imple¬ 
mented EDI (Electronic Data 
Interchange), which will enable 
orders, invoices, statements 
and forecasts to be transmit¬ 
ted between Elkes’ computer 
and its customers’. Not only 
will this ‘state of the art’ system 
save time but it will also dra¬ 
matically cut down the amount 
of paper coming in and out of 
the company.
